Claims 35, and 37-40, drawn to a methods of treating inflammation in a subject, a 
method for delivering a cytotoxic agent to a cell, and methods of modulating a 
chemotactic response comprising administration of the composition comprising a 
single biotin conjugate complexed to a single anti-biotin antibody, classified, for 
example, in class 530, subclasses 402 and 391.1. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions of Groups I and II are structurally and functionally different products which are 

made by different methods and have different uses. The examination of all groups would require 
different searches in the U.S. Patent Shoes and the scientific literature and would require the 
consideration of different patentability issues. 

Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the
